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One Generation Churches 


~ we plan our church buildings so that they will serve 
\ for a single generation’? No, | am not facetious. As far 
as the churches in our great cities are concerned, progress it 
self is forcing us to that point of view. The churches in 
rural areas and small communities need not worry about this 
for a while, but in the cities you can make out a good 
argument 

First is the changing city. A good residential area lasts 
for about a generation. Nationalistic movements and in 
dustrial changes make a relocation necessary within a few 
years. Most churches seventy-five or a hundred years old will 
find that they have moved their site once, twice, or even three 
times to keep up with the changing city. Cities will inevitably 
change in the future as they have in the past. Why not recog 
nize it and stop trying to build church buildings for eternity 

Next is the fact that changing concepts of worship and 
education will make the building erected today obsolete a 
generation from now. One of the saddest sights in our cities 
is to see the great stone structures, dreams of preachers and 
architects, standing idle in today’s traffic. They are monu 
ments to the past rather than a service to our age. If we 
plan a building for but one generation we escape this tragedy 

Thirdly, there will be a tremendous financial advantage in 
the one generation building. The church built for our gen 
eration will have lighter construction, more window area 
rooms which are one hundred percent functional, What the 
next generation may wish we do not know. If we build for 
a single generation we will avoid the extravagances of the 
heavy immobile structures 

Fourthly, churches need to learn the lesson that can be 
learned from one generation buildings. Most churchmen and 
churchwomen know very little about the real purposes of a 
church building. They feel that the building, like Jesus 
Christ, should be the same yesterday, today, and forever 
This type of thinking handicaps many churches when they 
seck to erect buildings adapted to their programs. The emo 
tional argument built up around the idea of the permanency 
of a church building is definitely an obstacle in the path 
ot progress

Associated Press Recognizes Church Fund-Raisers 


ast year The Associated Press released an extended 
L story on the work of professional fund-raisers in 
American churches. 

Under the heading, ‘“Churches Hire ‘Pros’ to Raise 
3ig Cash’’ the release states that hundreds of Ameri 
can churches are reversing the ‘‘do it yourself’’ trend 
by hiring professionals to take over the job. It gives 
the total for 1956 as 2000 professionally directed 
campaigns which will raise a total of $300,000,000 

The article deals very fairly with the arguments 
pro and con concerning the work of professionals 
For instance 

How can a church afford to pay a man up to 
$1000.00 per week for one expert's service. The 
answer is, according to hundreds of satisfied cus 
tomers, that the professionals can usually help a 
church to raise a far larger sum than it could have 
raised with entirely local talent.” 

On the other side of the subject it states 

Critics charge that some professionally-run can 
vasses appeal more to the motive of human pride 
than to 


the spirit of love and gratitude toward God which

ideally prompts the churchman to give. Often, they 
say, church members are shamed into giving larger 
pledges than they want to make in order to ‘keep 


up with the Joneses 


The fund-raisers, of course, answer this criticism 
by showing that their efforts not alone bring more 
cash, but also improve the spiritual life of the church 
which means larger congregations and a keener sense 
of stewardship 

The release does justice to the situation of today 
although some of its figures seem hard to justify. But 
it does show a new, awakened sense of stewardship 
which enabled the churches in the year 1956 to in 
vest $773,000,000 in new church buildings. The 
methods of the professional fund-raisers are being 
more and more realized by the amateurs, who 
are now beginning to profitably benefit from the im 
provements in technique learned by the professionals 
(See articles, ‘The Church and Money’ by David S 
Ketchum on page 12 of this issue, and “What You 
Can Learn from the Professional Fund-Raiser’’ by 
William H. Leach on page 16 of the October 1956 
issue. Both articles deal with the adaptation of the 
techniques of the professional fund-raisers in plan 
ning your own local church campaign. )

On the chart below will be seen the trend in contributions 
to the fourteen denominations, per member, compared with 
the trend in per capita disposable personal income (total

For 1939 these fourteen denominations reported a per 
member contribution of $12.80. For 1929 the figure was 
$20.91. For 1954 the figure was $45.10

The data for per capita disposable personal income in the 
nation show somewhat the same general trend, but with some 
marked variations when compared with the per member 
church figure 5 

For example, per capita disposable personal income in 
1929 was 126.8 percent of that for 1939, while that for 1954 
was 298 percent of that for 1949 

Thus, as a percentage of 1939, per member contributions 
were higher than disposable personal income in the years 
1929-36; generally lower in the period 1940-48; and again 
higher since then in most years of the latest period 

No attempt has been made to explore the factors that may 
have made for these variations—if, indeed, they could ever 
be discovered. They have given rise to speculations as to 
relationships.

Joint estimates just received from the United States De 
partments of Labor and Commerce indicate that in 1956

high, represents a five percent increase over the 734 million 
dollars spent in religious building construction in 1955 

The question is often asked as to whether or not all these 
figures indicate that the giving to churches is good or poor 
considering the inflation of recent years. That question can 
not be answered definitely with these data. Undoubtedly, the

In announcing the day, Miss Elsie Sweeney of Columbus 
Indiana, national chairman of the 1957 World Day of Prayer

The yearnings of men and women suffering behind the 
iron curtain sound loudly this year. Through our globe 
encircling prayer and our offerings, we hope to make the 
meaning of brotherhood—-of one world—come closely home 
to all Americans and to those who need help around the 
world 

World Day of Prayer had its roots back in 1887 when 

Presbyterian women designated a day of prayer for home 

missions and in 1889 when Baptist women chose a day of 

prayer for foreign missions. By 1920 Canadian women joined, 
and seven years later the day was observed in foreign lands 

In 1947 United Church Women assumed sponsorship of the 

service 

Mrs. James Evans, director of the United States observance, 
noted that today World Day of Prayer offerings provide 
among other things, education for Christian leadership, a 
mobile unit for the victims of Mau Mau terror in Kenya 
Christian literature, a pilot project school for village chil

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™ ilbert Keith Chesterton became a convinced and militant 

J Christian. At least during one stage of his spiritual 
pilgrimage he found it necessary to criticize the Church he 
loved. “The peace given in the churches,” he wrote, “is less 
attractive to the religious spirit than the war promised out- 
side. For one man who wants to be comforted, a hundred 
want to be stirred. Men, even ordinary men, want in the last 
resort not life or death, but drums.” 

Not life or death, but drums.” Is it true? What implica 
tions has it for the propagation of the Christian taith? What 
does it mean for our preaching in 1957? Does it mean, as 
the sensationally candid title of a recent West Coast sermon 
by one of my gifted friends put it, “Peace of Mind is for the 
Birds”? But if “drums” symbolizes, not war with its slaughter, 
but the inspiriting summons to join a company going whole- 
heartedly somewhere, then in our best moments we want 
not life or death, but drums.” Christianity boasts that it 
specializes in renewing personalities and changing entire 
communities that have been living “at a poor dying rate.” 
On underground walls where early Christians assembled for 
worship during a time of trouble, tourists may still discern 
the Latin words they wrote: “Vita! Vita! Vita!"—"Life! 
Life! Life!” Life abundant was their prized, indestructible 
possession because of God's action through Jesus Christ 
An authentic New Testament note rings through such words 
as Saint Paul's to the Romans (6:4): “Like as Christ was 
raised from the dead by the glory of the Father, even so we 
also should walk in newness of life.” 

An early Christian martyr on the way to execution is said 
to have called out, “Now I begin to be a Christian.” We 
honor him for such valor and for such a witness. But why 
should a person postpone living from a great depth of being 
until physical death? 

Lent begins on March 6. Commonly Christians think of 
the season as one of deprivation, at least for Episcopalians, 
Lutherans, Roman Catholics and a few other groups. Fasting 
is not popular with the majority, religious or pagan. But why 
should we not use these weeks before the festival of Christ's 
ressurrection to deepen our moral and spiritual health? Why 
should not such health show itself in vitality? Observers 
should note that in our worship, our adventures in Christian 


learning, our other acts of togetherness, our advocacy of 


social and international brotherhood and justice, we are truly

A vital life is a happy lite. By “happy” Christians mean the 
unquenchable joy of which our Lord spoke and of which he 
remains history's most radiant example.

When I spent my 
time in calling in the homes of the people, she resented it 
very much and claimed not to be able to do all the office 
work by herself. By the way, that is the principal reason 


that you have not received a church paper from us—we don't 


have one 

I hope you will be happy to learn, though, that within che 
past two years the division within the church has been pretty 
well healed. There are still some scars. As I said, several 
families never did return to the church after you left. (I'm

Making peace between enemies are such acts; for 
enmity and malice tear up the heavenly rewards by the roots 

Even in our own times, that prophet of peace who also 
practiced it, Mohandas K. Ghandi, wrote: “Better to fail of 
independence than to obtain it by way of physical force 

A tooth for a tooth is no remedy. Love is the only 

lasting cure of hatred 

Western Christians have no monopoly on the spirit of 
Christmas, however exclusive the yearly observance may be 
with them. To think that we have something special in the 
spirit of the day is to display the lack of humility, that 
sense of superiority and that ignorance which in themselves 


are a contravention of this same spirit 


Validity Bestowed by Nehru 
It took a follower of Ghandi, the prime minister of India 
Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, to preach the most fundamental 
Christmas message yet uttered this year, when he told the 
United Nations General Assembly that the time has come 
to scrap all military alliances and to rely on moral force to 


bring the world peace and security

To follow the 
new there must be a jettisoning of “all 
military pacts and alliances” which are 
out of place and unnecessary” and inspire 
only suspicion and hatred 

Nehru went from the general and 
philosophical to the specific. He talked 
against the stationing of foreign troops on 
any soil. He mentioned the Russian troops 
in Hungary, but he also meant Western 
troops in Europe and other parts of the 
world. Whatever their purpose, such forces 
are always an irritant and “abnormal and 
undesirable,” he said. They do not produce 
the sense of security” they are intended to 
inspire. Force must be abandoned and dit 
ferences settled by “argument” in the 
United Nations 

The danger of war was minimized by 
Ne hru as 
proposition for any sane country.” Esp« 
cially in these days of the H-bomb and its 
possible annihilation of all mankind is 


an increasingly impossible 


this true. Under such conditions the ex 
pressions of men through the ages for 
peace become a prophecy and more and 
more a commandment. The circumstances 
made by man have impelled him, if he 
has the wit left, to apply and not just to 
praise the idea behind the Christmas story 

The delegates to the United Stations 
who heard Nehru, the peace delegates 
whose business it is to carry out the in 
structions of their home governments 
without letting their own feelings as hu 
man beings interfere, called the Indian 
leader's words “fine sentiments 

Had they dared they would have further 
expressed their thoughts which can be 
easily read: “Too impractical.” That has 
been the old plaint through all time 

Yet Nehru's India has no alliances. It 
won its independence by non-violence. It 
has demonstrated that these ways may be 
more practical in the end than the old 
discredited methods of power and might 

Can the West boast that its system 
works? It breaks down at every turn. Cer 
tainly the Nehru method—that is the 
method advocated by the Prince of Peace 

could be no more disastrous 

Maybe the Christmas message is not to 
be found in 1956, in the well-furbished 


inn of Western civilization, but in the 
humble manger of those peoples who 
have practiced peace and not solely 
preached it without making any serious 
effort to apply it

water brooks, so panteth my soul after 
thee, O God.” And again listen to the 
psalmist talking straightforwardly to him 
self: “Why art thou cast down, O my soul, 
and why art thou disquieted within me? 
Hope thou in God'” Only those who can 
pray like that know what it is to be in 
tune with the eternal force of all life 
The Angelus of our age, then, is the in 
carnation which can come to each of us 
when we pause long enough to say, 
Listen—the Soul! 

In George Bernard Shaw's play Saint 
Joan, Charles, the king, is heard to chal 
lenge Joan with these words: “Why don't 
the voices come to me? | am king, not 
you.” Joan steadfastly replies: “They do 
come to you; but you do not hear them 
You have not sat in the field listening for 
them. When the Angelus rings you cross 
yourself and have done with it; but if you 
prayed from your heart, and listened to the 
trilling of the bells in the air after they 
stop ringing, you would hear voices as 
well as | do 

] believe that was Joan of Arc’s way of 
saying to her king, “You are off the 
spiritual beam with God; turn the dial of 
your faith; tune in with the eternal; and 
then listen, listen to your soul!” If there 
is one message which our souls will send 
back to us in these days of anxiety and 
uncertainty, it would be this, written by 
Elizabeth Barrett Browning out of her 
own tryst with life And I smiled t 
think how God's greatness flows around 
our incompleteness, ‘round our restlessness 
his rest.” Jesus, master of life that thou 
art, we know thou art speaking to us, no 
less than to thy people of yore when you 
say, “In your patience, possess ye your 
souls.” 

Now, finally, because we are dealing 
with one of those invisible forces of life, 
somcon may rais¢ the question, T he 
soul, what is it? 

Theologians may speak of it as the 
breath or spark of God in man, but for my 
part I like to compare it with nothing so 
much as a spiritual reservoir which is 
blessed by God's sunshine above and fed 
by his everlasting springs of life below 
Just as the sun draws water from nature's 
reservoir to nurture man’s crops without 
the reservoir going dry, so also is it with 
man's reservoir of soul if he keeps open 
the inlet and outlet of his spiritual being 
The Sea of Galilee around which Jesus 
spent so much of his life and ministry is 
a source of life because it has an inlet 
and an outlet which keeps its water fresh 
and is conducive to the life of fish; but 
there is another body of water in Palestine 
called the Dead Sea which does not harbor 
life. Its water turns to salt because, while it 
has an inlet, it has no outlet. Isn't that a 
parable of man? He has to feed his body 
by what he takes in but to nurture his soul 
he must have an outlet tor his love and

One 
was a drunk and a wastrel, the second was 
as bad without knowing it—a proud ec 
clesiastic whose whole ambition was to 
raise money to build a cathedral as his 
personal monument, and the third was in 
far-off India in reputed saintliness and 
assured monetary wealth. Now that third 
brother was returning to the homeland, 
news welcome to the wastrel because per 
haps this brother would not be ashamed 
of him, welcome to the bishop because big 
money was now in sight.

Dear Sir 
The author of the letter to a successor 
is unquestionably right in two of his con 
tentions, that a minister should give 
prompt and courteous reply to any cor 
respondence from his predecessor, and that 
a minister should take great pains to for 
ward mail addressed to his predecessor 
On the other hand, he makes four 
points which should be seriously ques 
tioned. These contentions are: that he 
ought to receive notice of church activities, 
that he ought to be invited to return to 
fill the pulpit at least biennially, that he 
should be encouraged to make occasional 
visits among the congregation, and that 
he should be invited to return for such 
occasions as weddings and funerals 
The minister's loyalty is to the church 
and to the gospel, and not to the members 
of the iocal congregation. This is the basis 
of his call to the ministry and of his con 
tinuance in the profession.

in the portico; this was done by building a 
shelf three feet below the ceiling and 
against the inside of the front wall 
Fifteen large bulbs were mounted in a 
row, each being two feet apart. This re 
flects a brilliance on the doorways which 
seems to spill down the steps, creating a 
warmth that expresses a special welcome 

During the Christmas season the doors 
are outlined with a border of evergreens 
about eighteen inches wide dotted with 
colored lights expressing the sentiment of 
the season. The basic cost of this installa- 
tion was one hundred and sixty-five 
dollars 

A cross, universal symbol of the Chris- 
tian faith, tops the massive dome of the 
First Christian Church, Athens, Georgia 
It was first made of marble and had 
originally been lighted but had long been 
ineffective. The congregation decided to 
take it down and completely renovate and 
rewire it. They discovered that only the 
frame could be salvaged. It was three feet 
across and six feet high with an additional 
two feet which was used to anchor it to 
the dome of the building. After investi- 
gating many materials it was found that 
non-breakable plastic material would be 
the most satisfactory covering—it pro 
vided both durability and transparency. It 
was lighted from within by twenty small 
bulbs but when remounted on the pinaclk 
of the dome, they did not give the bril- 
liance desired. The electrician suggested 
that water tight spotlights be placed on 
the perimeter of the roof, on the front 
side of the building, forming a half circle 
and focusing light on the dome and the 
cross. There are six 150 watt spotlights 
and two 4300 watt spots; these are approxi 
mately thirty-five feet from the cross and 
when lighted give the impression of a 
great brilliance emanating from the cross 
Each evening a time clock clicks on the 
current and it shines until late at night 
The cost of rebuilding the cross and the 
entire electrical installation was less than 
five hundred dollars. High in the sky, 
it is a symbol of man’s eternal hope 

One of the most attractive effects | 
know has been obtained by Friendship 
Presbyterian Church in Oconee County, 
Georgia. It has a white clapboard build 
ing with a small steeple and sits on top 
of a hill in the open country. When one 
turns a curve on a nearby highway it can 
be seen gleaming in the darkness. It is 
lighted by two flood lights that are placed 
on the ground immediately in front of 
the building and about twenty feet away 
They are about twenty-five feet apart and 
are slanted upward to light the entire 
front of the church and emphasize the 
steeple. The smallness of the church and 
the simplicity of the installation held the 
cost down to eighty dollars. The pastor, 
Phil Esty, tells of receiving a letter from

a Macon businessman who told of driving 
by one night after midnight. “Suddenly, 
he writes, “the lighted church spoke a 
message to me in the middle of the night 
Enclosed in the letter was a generous 
check as a gesture of appreciation 

An Atlanta Church, Peachtree Chris- 
tian, has utilized a lovely stained glass 
window which gives a very dramatic ef 
fect as it is lighted each night. The church 
is of English Gothic architecture and is 
called a “Cathedral of the Universal 
Church.” At the corner of Peachtree and 
Spring Streets, thousands pass its doors 
each night and many stop to admire this 
window. The only exterior light comes 
from the street lights which, the pastor 
feels, give just enough light to outline 
the church in the darkness. Behind the 
window, in the interior of the church, is a 
battery of spotlights. There are eleven of 
these mounted on the balcony rail about 
fifteen feet behind the window. The 
pastor, who is an expert in stained glass, 
told of working with the Atlanta Elec 
trical Guild in trying to get just the 
right effect. It seems that plain whit 
spotlights made the rich colors in the 
window bleed together and it was neces 
sary to work out a system of delicate 
colored lights and focus them on different 
sections of the window 

This window, known as the Peachtree 
Window, was made in England by H 
Vernon Spreadbury who is a Fellow of the 
Royal Society of Artists. Dr. Robert W 
Burns, pastor of the church, helped him 
design the window which cost approxi 
mately $15,000. The cost of the lighting 
was five hundred dollars. The small panels 
of the window picture Saint Augustine, 
Columba, John Knox, and Thomas and 
Alexander Campbell. The large central 
figure is Jesus Christ with arms out 
stretched. His garments are in rich colors 
a red cloak is gracefully draped about him, 
his undergarments are of purest white, a 
green sash is knotted around his waist 

Dr. Burns says, “This is the continuing 
Christ, the eternal contemporary of our 
human adventure. Here is the Lord of 
each new generation. This is the majestix 
figure that calls to every person for loyalty 
and love, ‘Come to Me.’ It is the Lord's 


personal invitation, in the daytime to be 


seen by those who come within this 
church, and every night to shine out to 
those hurrying throngs 

He feels that Christ, as depicted in the 
window, is saying: “Come unto Me! I am 
still the same sort of person I was in the 
years of my flesh. In Galilee men came 
and found strength in my presence, in 
Judea they were inspired of me. Through 
the centuries I've called and men have 
answered.”

of altar, auditorium, chapel, and outdoor 
parking area, it contains a control console 
handling eight channels for eight micro 
phone inputs and eight speaker output 
circuits. Power supply is provided by three 
amplifiers. Concertone tape recorders are 
used for music reproduction and playback 
A twenty-four circuit patching panel can 
patch any microphone into any output 
channel. The monitor is installed in the 
control room ceiling 

Three microphone systems are in use 
for solo and group renditions by the choir 
The microphone for solo work is con 
cealed in the base of the cross which 
adorns the chancel. Dual pulpits at either 
side of the chancel are equipped with 
cardioid mikes, with switches for selection 
of desired patterns A dynamic micro 
phone picks up sound from a set of 
chimes. In the main auditorium, seating 
800, four cabinets contain speaker units 
These also serve the chapel, which be 
comes integral with the auditorium when 
an electrically-powered curtain opens 
Both rooms are acoustically treated by 
means of special tile on ceilings and back 
walls. The indoor speaker system may be 
used for 16mm. motion picture projec 
tion through the control room patching 
panel. An organ and concert grand piano 
are in use in both auditorium and chapel 

Dividing the chancel from a large out 
door stage, and overlooking the huge 
parking area of this unusual drive-in 
church, is an immense picture window, 
curtained with magnificent drapes. Both 
window and curtains are electrically oper 
ated, recessing to bring pastor, choir, and 
indoor and outdoor congregation together 
by means of the sound system, providing a 
combined listening audience of worshipers 
which has reached the imposing total of 
10,000 during Easter Sunday devotions 

The electrical engineers decided that the 
outdoor audience could be served properly 
only through the use of Voice of the 
Theatre speakers. Installed in high loca 
tions on the main building, as the accom 
panying photographs show, are eight 
speakers of the type used in theatres of 
1200 seating capacity. These speaker sys 
tems are equipped with high frequency 
driver units mounted on horns. This sound 
equipment is installed on rollers for por 
tability and established on guide tracks 
for proper directional positioning to assure 
adequate sound distribution over the eigh 
teen acres of ground. These speakers are 
concealed back of ornamental weather 
proof coverings presenting the appearance 
ot windows 

A sixty-man team of ushers directs the 
cars as they enter the palm-shaded parking 
area from numerous driveways.
